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REMARKS 

Claims 1-24 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1-5, 7-9, 12 and 22 are 
rejected vinder 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Anthon. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 
use 102(b) as being anticipated by Paulonis. Claims 1-3, 14, 15 and 18-20 are rejected under 
35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Tadauchi. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Chang. Claims 7-9, 11, 12, 14-22 and 24 are rejected under 35 USC 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Paulonis in view of Wissler (USPN 4448853). Claims 1 1 and 
24 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Anthon in view of Paulonis. 
Claims 6, 10, 13 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended herein to add the limitation from objected to 
claim 6 that the melting point depressant material comprises nickel-boron, and to eliminate the 
word "unitary", thereby placing claim 1 and its dependent claims 2-4 in condition for allowance. 
Claims 5 and 6, formerly dependant from claim 1, have been cancelled. 

Independent claim 7 has been amended herein to add the limitation from objected to 
claim 10 that the material contained by the sheath comprises an MCrAlY alloy material, thereby 
placing claim 7 and its dependent claims 8, 9 and 12 in condition for allowance. Claims 10, 1 1 
and 13, formerly dependant from claim 7, have been cancelled. 

Independent claim 14 has been amended to eliminate the unnecessary word "unitary". 
The applicants traverse the rejections of claim 14 under 35 USC 102 and 103 as follows. 

Anticipation Rejection: Claim 14 is first rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tadauchi. Claim 14 includes the limitation of "forming a consumable insert 
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comprising a metal-comprising material and melting point depressant material, the melting point 
depressant material having a melting point depressant concentration that is greater proximate a 
center region of the insert than proximate an exterior surface region of the insert." (emphasis 
added) Tadauchi actually teaches away from this limitation by describing a solder material 
having a center region that is zinc (melting point of 419.5 °C.) and an exterior surface region that 
is tin (melting point of 23 1 .9 °C.), thereby describing the lower melting point material (melting 
point depressant) concentrated in the exterior region. 

Obviousness Rejection: Claim 14 is also rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Paulonis in view of Wissler (USPN 4448853). First, the applicants note that 
USPN 4448853 is issued to Fischer, et al., so the applicants are unclear as to the secondary 
reference being relied upon by the Examiner for the rejection. However, this administrative 
question is moot because the primary reference, Paulonis, actually teaches away from the present 
invention. Paulonis describes a foil wherein an alloy foil is first formed of a ductile material, 
then boron is infused into the foil from the outer surface, which results in the outer surface 
becoming brittle, but the non-boronized center region of the foil remaining ductile. This is 
precisely the type of prior art material described in the present specification at page 2, lines 19- 
24 and in the applicants' FIG. 1. Claim 14 includes the limitations of "forming a consumable 
insert comprising a metal-comprising material and melting point depressant material, the melting 
point depressant material having a melting point depressant concentration that is greater 
proximate a center region of the insert than proximate an exterior surface region of the insert." 
(emphasis added) Thus, Paulonis teaches away from the limitations of claim 14 and no prima 
facie support for the rejection irnder 35 USC 103 has been established. 
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Thus, the rejections of independent claim 14 under both 35 USC 102 and 103 are not 
supported by the art, and claim 14 and its dependent claims 15-21 are beHeved to be in condition 
for allowance. 

Independent claim 22 has been amended herein to add the limitation from objected to 
claim 23 that the particles of material comprise an MCrAlY alloy, thereby placing claim 22 into 
condition for allowance. Claims 23 and 24, formerly dependant from claim 22, have been 
cancelled. 

Accordingly, reconsideration of the application and allowance of claims 1-4, 7-9, 12 and 
14-22 are respectfully requested.
